Club,  the  Committee  on  Adult  Education,  the  Committee  on  the  Book  Review 

Series,  the  Committee  in  charge  of  Friday 
Evening  Services,  have  all  planned  pro¬ 
grams  for  the  new  season  and  their  an¬ 
nouncements  will  appear  soon  in  these 
pages. 

High  Holy  Day  services  start  on  Wed¬ 
nesday  at  6  P.M.,  October  2,  and  con¬ 
tinue  through  the  following  Saturday  with 
Yom  Kippur  falling  on  the  following 
Friday  evening.  A  new  arrangement 
affords  an  opportunity  for  membership  to 
more  persons  interested  in  obtaining  its 
many  privileges. 

Rosh  Hashanah  Sermons 

The  fact  that  Rosh  Hashanah  falls 
this  year  in  the  midst  of  what  is  perhaps 
the  largest  and  most  tragic  crisis  in  the 
affairs  of  modern  man  means  that  worship¬ 
pers  who  come  to  the  Synagogue  will  look 
for  moral  help  and  practical  guidance 
in  the  sermons  which  will  be  addressed 
to  them.  Rabbi  Steinberg’s  messages  on 
both  days  will  be  directed  to  this  profound 
inner  need  which  all  of  us  experience. 

On  the  first  morning  of  Rosh  Hashanah 
he  will  speak  on  “The  Politics  of 
Eternity,”  analyzing  the  current  world 
scene  from  a  long  range  point  of  view,  to 
show  that  the  old  faiths  by  which  we  live 
need  not  and  must  not  be  deserted.  On 
the  second  morning  of  the  New  Year 
his  sermon  entitled  “The  Politics  of 
Time”  will  attempt  to  offer  specific  sug¬ 
gestions  as  to  frame  of  mind  with  which 
we  must  approach  the  immediate  issues 
associated  with  the  crisis.  Through  his 
description  of  the  long  range  view  and 
the  short,  our  Rabbi  hopes  that  guidance 
and  a  new  courage  will  come  to  all  within 
our  midst.

The  Music  To  Be  Heard 

in  our  Synagogue  at  the  forthcoming  High 
Holy  Days  represents  contributions  to 
Synagogue  music  by  27  composers  from 
9  different  lands,  composed  during  the 
period  from  the  early  17th  century  to  the 
present.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
despite  the  geographic  and  chronological 
differences  of  these  composers,  the  motif 
which  dominates  all  of  the  music  is  based 
on  traditional  High  Holy  Day  modes. 
This  is  as  it  should  be  —  for  every  re¬ 
ligious  service  has  a  distinct  musical  mode 
which  expresses  the  mood  of  the  particular 
occasion.  The  liturgy  of  the  High  Holy 
Days  is  so  meaningful,  the  occasion  so  awe¬ 
inspiring  that  it  elicits  the  best  efforts  and 
artistic  interpretation  of  Synagogue  musi¬ 
cians.  Music  in  the  Synagogue  ought 
serve  a  two-fold  purpose.  It  should  in 
the  first  place  interpret  the  prayers  to 
make  them  meaningful  and  inspire  the  wor¬ 
shipper’s  innermost  religious  and  aesthetic 
emotions.  Secondly  it  ought  give  the 
congregant  an  opportunity  to  participate 
actively  in  the  ritual.  It  is  hoped  that  our 
music  will  serve  this  two-fold  purpose. 
The  congregation  is  therefore  urged  not 
only  to  listen  to  the  chanting  of  the 
Cantor  and  the  choir’s  renditions,  but  to 
join  in  the  singing  of  all  responses  and 
those  prayers  especially  suited  for  congre¬ 
gational  singing.

“A  Full  Jewish  Education  .  .  . 

for  every  child  in  our  congregation”  is 
the  slogan  with  which  the  School  of  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  proceeding  in 
opening  its  year’s  program.  It  hopes  that 
by  the  time  sessions  are  open,  there  will 
be  no  children  of  school  age  within  our 
congregation  who  are  not  attending  classes 
and  that  those  children  who  have  been 
attending  only  Sunday  morning  classes 
will  be  registered  for  the  mid-week  sessions 
as  well. 

The  Jewish  child  needs  Jewish  training 
for  his  self-understanding,  for  his  morale, 
for  his  sense  of  worth,  for  his  enrichment 
as  a  human  being  with  Jewish,  religious 
and  ethical  values,  and  for  his  idealism 
and  resourcefulness  as  an  American  citizen. 

Attendance  at  Sunday  School  is  an  in¬ 
dispensability,  but  it  is  of  and  by  itself 
not  enough.  Every  parent  should  plan 
first  to  guarantee  that  minimum  but  also 
to  see  to  it  that  the  child’s  exposure  to 
Jewish  education  is  made  broader  by 
attendance  at  the  mid-week  school.  Rele¬ 
vant  information  concerning  the  School 
will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  The 
Scroll,  however,  adds  it  voice  to  that  of 
the  School  Board  and  our  rabbis  in 
urging  full  Jewish  education  for  every 
child  in  our  congregation.

To  obviate  the  necessity  of  reading  long 
lists  of  names  during  the  Memorial  Ser¬ 
vice  on  the  Day  of  Atonement,  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  has  adopted  the  device 
of  printing  a  memorial  booklet  in  which 
the  names  of  the  departed  kinsfolk  of 
worshippers  are  recorded.

The  Secretary  of  the  congregation 
respectfully  reminds  those  who  wish  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  Book  of  Remem¬ 
brance  that  it  is  customary  for  persons 
submitting  names  to  make  some  donation 
to  the  General  Fund  of  the  congregation 
for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  cost  of 
the  publication  of  the  booklet. 


Suggestions  to  Worshippers 

The  success  of  worship  in  reaching  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  those  who  participate 
in  it  is  not  determined  altogether  by  those 
who  occupy  the  pulpit.  The  men,  women 
and  children  in  the  pew  decide  in  no 
slight  measure  how  meaningful  worship 
shall  be  to  them.  The  Rabbis  and  Cantor 
of  our  congregation  invite  the  cooperation 
of  everyone  who  enters  the  Synagogue  on 
Rosh  Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur.  Spe¬ 
cifically  they  make  the  following 
suggestions : 

Firstj  make  every  effort  to  be  in  the 
Synagogue  as  early  as  possible.  It  is 
always  disturbing  to  those  already  in 
attendance  to  be  interrupted  in  their 
prayers  by  the  tardiness  of  latecomers. 

Second ,  our  congregation  this  year  will 
be  the  largest  in  the  history  of  our  Syna¬ 
gogue.  We  will  be  compelled  to  admit 
people  to  our  auditorium  only  on  the 
presentation  of  tickets.  Please  bring  your 
ticket  with  you  and  make  certain  that  you 
have  a  ticket  for  every  one  who  desires 
entrance. 

Third ,  the  Tallis  the  traditional  garb 
of  male  worshippers.  The  wearing  of  is 
sanctioned  by  centuries  of  Jewish  practice 
and  makes  a  contribution  toward  the 
creation  of  a  prayerful  mood. 

Fourth ,  if  they  so  desire  it,  the  men  of 
the  congregation  may  wear  skull  caps.  We 
have  made  no  provision  for  the  disposal 
of  hats  during  worship.  Such  a  provision 
may  be  ready  by  next  year  through  the 
installation  of  racks  under  the  seats. 

Fifth ,  we  urge  that  at  every  service  you 
remain  in  your  pew  until  the  benediction 
is  pronounced.  Those  of  our  worshippers 
who  have  been  with  us  before  know  that 
our  service  is  never  inordinately  pro¬ 
tracted.  The  benediction  on  Rosh  Ha¬ 
shanah  will  be  bestowed  by  one  o’clock; 
on  Yom  Kippur  day  as  soon  after  sunset 
as  Jewish  tradition  permits. 

Sixth,  participate  actively  in  the  services. 
Join  in  the  spoken  responses  and  the  sing¬ 
ing  of  musical  refrains.

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RELIGIOUS  SCHOOL  NEWS 

Registration  in  the  various  departments 
of  the  Religious  School  will  be  held  on 
Sunday  morning,  September  22  and  29 
between  10  and  12  o’clock  in  the  vestry 
rooms  of  the  synagogue.  The  Religious 
School,  fulfilling  the  Jewish  educational 
needs  of  boys  and  girls  between  the  ages 
of  5  and  17,  embraces  the  following 
departments: 

Sunday  School — Classes  are  conducted 
in  Jewish  History,  Jewish  Customs  and 
Ceremonies,  the  Bible,  Modern  Jewish 
Literature,  the  Prayerbook,  Current 
Events,  Palestine  and  Jewish  music.  In 
addition  to  these  formal  studies,  pupils 
may  select  one  of  the  special-interest  clubs, 
such  as  Dramatics,  Arts  and  Crafts, 
Dancing,  Journalism,  Debating  and  Cur¬ 
rent  Events.  Both  the  classroom  subjects 
and  the  clubs  are  adapted  to  the  needs  and 
the  interests  of  the  various  age-groups  in 
the  school. 

Assemblies  are  held  monthly,  usually  in 
conjunction  with  the  celebration  of  Jewish 
festivals  throughout  the  year.  Occasional 
trips  to  places  of  interest  and  an  annual 
Lag  B’Omer  Outing  and  Field  Day  are 
sponsored  by  the  school. 

A  new  feature  of  the  Sunday  School  is 
the  primary  group  for  children  between 
the  ages  of  5  and  7.  These  new  classes 
will  be  housed  in  light  and  airy  quarters 
with  up-to-date  facilities.  Professionally 
trained  Kindergartners  will  be  in  charge. 

Classes  in  the  Sunday  School  are  held 
from  9:45  A.M.  to  12:15  P.M.  The 
first  session  will  be  on  October  6. 

Hebrew  School  —  Instruction  in  the 
Hebrew  School  includes  the  elements  of 
the  Hebrew  language,  reading,  writing 
and  conversation,  the  prayer-book  in  the 
original,  excerpts  from  the  Bible  and 
Modern  Hebrew  Literature  and  Jewish 
music.  Classes  are  small,  permitting  a 
great  deal  of  individual  instruction.  Chil¬ 
dren  are  accepted  at  the  age  of  8.  Classes 
are  held  in  one-hour  sessions  two  after¬ 
noons  a  week,  thus  affording  children 
sufficient  time  for  music  lessons  and  out¬ 
door  recreation.  A  special  section  of  the 
Hebrew  School  is  devoted  to  preparation 
for  Bar  Mitzvah.
